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Mock Balloting 
Gives Edge

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ONCE IN FOUR YEARS 



Thirteen days from now> millions of Americans will 
congregate at designated centers in their home towns and 
perform a once-in-four-years function, electing a president. 

Ever since that stunning upset pulled just four years ago, 
one certain party— we’re not saying which — has been awaiting 
this moment, with the hope that they might finally break 
of setbacks and claim the glory of the highest 
office in the land. And, just as determinedly, the btEer parly 
stands fighting to keep the position they have held since 
before most of St. Joe’s students were born. 

Many large college papers have come out definitely in 
favor of one candidate or the other; some hold weekly columns 
presenting the views of each party. It is not the intention of 
STUFF to declare itself for either one of the men. First, the 
national influence that STUFF yields is about as great as 
one’s chances of getting a 3.00 index for four years straight. 
Secondly, we believe that both men are good choices and 
"have the interests of the nation at heart. The only choice 
STUFF will make will be the majority choice Of the student 
body, as expressed in the accompanying 'column. 

However," one fair-sized contingent ybf St. Joe men will 
have to make their choice two weeks from now. These are 
the students 21 and over, most of whom will be voting in 
their first national election. To them belongs the prerogative 
and duty to help, the fate of our country. 

For the past several months, the eligible voters of the 
nation have been urged by many sources to exercise their 
franchise and vote Nov. 4. May we add our own plea, too? 
On Nov. 4, vote Democratic or vote Republican, but above 
all, vote; — fr — .■ V --- 


What does the St!. Joe man 
think about the election? Who is 
Jus choice to be the next president 
of~the United S tates? _ 

To answer these questions, two 
separate, independent ..straw polls 
were taken of the student body 
within the past week. One was 
STUFF’S -straw ballot, published 
in the last issue; the other was 
a wide-sweeping poll conducted by 
tKe Student Council. 

Inadequate Results 
The results of the STUFF poll 
were far too inadequate to indi- 
cate any leanings. Only fotrrteen 
students of the entire enrollment- 
less than 2% — expressed an opin- 
ion in the balloting. OfLthe 14 
cast, ten were for the Democratic 
candidate, Adlai E. Stevenson, 
four " were for the Republicans’ 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The Council test voting, how- 
ever, was much more far-reaching 
and some 359 cast their mock 
ballots for one candidate or the 
other. 

Stevenson Leads 
In this balloting, also, Steven- 
son led, though not by such a 
large proportion. 202 students, or 
56%, named the Democratic nom- 
inee as their choice, with Eisen- 
hower receiving 167 tallies, or 
44%. 

The breakdown into voting by 
classes is interesting. In all class- 
es but the sophomores, the ballot- 
ing was close; the second-year 
men, however, named Stevenson 
by an almost two-to-one margin, 
81-42. 

— Voting in other classes went: 
seniors, 31-30, for EisenhoWer; 
juniors, 24-23 , f(5r -EiSfenh 0 Werj 
freshmen, 68-60 for Stevenson. 

Older Men for Ike 
Significant especially were the 
ballots of St. Joe students 21 dr 
over, who are eligible to vote in 
the actual election Nov. 4. Accord- 
ing to Hugh McAvoy, president 
of the Council, however the 
possibility of error in separating 
these votes renders . the ! results 
somewhat unreliable. At last 
count, though, Eisenhower had 
held a few-vote edge over Steven- 
son in the older students’ ballot- 
ing. 

Results of the St. Joe voting 
are in line generally ~ with such 
polls taken in colleges throughout 
the country. Stevenson has been 
favored by more college organs 
than has the Republican nominee, 
but, as was also indicated in our 
straw poll, voting this Nov. 4 is 
probably going to be pretty close.
